along a line and away from said opening until said first 
flap is adjacent ^o said sleevej 

forming §l second lijf by folding said second flap 
over said openiiig u^il said second flap is adjacent to said 
first lip; and 

proving a\oiBit adjacent to the proximate side of 
said second flap aiTt^-^Vjoint adjacent to said distal side of 
said second flap, sdid joints being located to urge said 
flaps in an orienj^tion planar with the sleeve such that 
said protective/covering is openable by pulling said lips 
apart in opposite directions perpendicular to the line; and 
wherein : 

/said mouth is closable by pulling said proximate 
and sai^ distal sides in opposite directions perpendicular 
to sa,^ line.
